Servia with her flag 
flying over her old capital of Uskub, has 
followed her example, and withdrawn 
hér troops from Skutari, whilst Greece 
with Yanina taken, and Salonika, the 
hirthplace of Christianity in Europe, once 
miore a Christian town, is prepared to- 
day to sign the armistice which four 
months ago she refused to look at. 
Montenegro alone has not taken her 
prize afid alone stands out. 

Essad Pasha still holds Snutari and 
the Montenegrin troops, in spite of the 
heroism of Tarabosh, are still outside 
its walls. The Servian troops are gone, 
Russia has thrown her over, the com- 
bined fleet of all the great powers 
eruises off her coast, rumors of all kinds 
fly in all directions, but the “gentlemen 
pt the Balkans” still continue the strug- 
gle, dismiss all offers of compensation 
as impossible of consideration, and bid 
fair to do what one of their foremost 
politicians declared months ago to a 
representative of the Monitor they would 


turrender their right to Skutari. 


Spoils Present Problem 


. What form the peace negotiations will 
finally take is not vet known. and it is 

to conjecture. The real work will 
commence when it is concluded, when 
Turkey has withirawn trom the arena 


hetween them. There are many probd- 
lems, bristling with difficulties, and 
whilst it must be the very fervent hope 
of right thinking Europe that a solution 
of them all may be tound quickly and 
easily, vet, involuntarily there comes to 
mind the story Fatnir and Fashoit, 
the two giants of the Nibelungen ring, 
whe, having acquired the Rhinegold 
from Wotan at a great price, fall 
and fight each other for its possession. 

Already may be seen cleariy defined 
“storm centers” of which the chief 
Salonika. Greek, or Bulgar. or Jew? For 
the moment the Greek is the man in 
possession. If report speaks truly. she 
has 100000 men concentrated at the 
great Macedonian fort, and in all direc- 
tions around the city on the land side 
earthworks are springing up and they 
are manned by Greek troops.

Sir William M’Millan Says 


Close Defensive Union for 


Next Thirty Years Is Wisest 


(Special to the Monitor) 

SYDNEY, N. S. W., Aus.--In an ad- 
dress to the British Empire League in 
Sydney on imperial problems, Sir Wil- 
liam M’Millan said that for the next 
30 vears the dominions must depend on 
a «lose union with the mother country 
in naval defense. 

Unless wise regulations vere made the 
policy of a local Australian navy was 
fraught with great dangers in the future, 


sich as interference, for party purposes, 
of a local government with the manage- 
ment of the service and also the isolation 
of the fleet. Common weapons, rules 
and systems of discipline were easily 
attained, but would be useless in war) 
without experience in common and united | 
movements. 

The fact of an officer having entered| 
the Australian navy should be no bar to 
his advancement in the imperial forces. 
Control of the Australian navy now 
rested with the federal government, with 
the proviso that ships given over must 
remain with the home authorities until 
the end of the war. The danger was that 
if war came as a surprise disaster might 
ensue before a possible weak local gov- 
ernment had made up its mind as to 
eending ships. The subtle forces at 
work, provincial or otherwise, in a sepa- 
rate navy would not tend to strengthen 
the imperial tie. 

One of the problems of the future, 
in Sir William M’Millan’s opinion, 
would be the getting of a broad national 
verdict on imperial questions, free from 

prejudices of politicians temporarily ele- 

vated to power. The representatives at 
an imperial council would necessarily be 
ministers of the crown—unless selected 
by vote of both houses of Parliament or 
in some other way. 

At present, however, they were repre- 
sented by ministers who might be in 
office with a bare majority, or who might 
represent a moribund Parliament out of 
touch with the people, and they might 
even be defeated while on their imperial 
mission. At any time if an imperial con- 
ference was held and drastic proposals 
were made some machinery, such as the 
referendum, should be adopted to make 
eure that the people as « whole, in each 
dominion, were absolutely in accord with 
the views of their representatives.

back several centuries, she replied by 
annihilating the Turkish army at 
Grahovo, and Europe recognized her. 
Today, by the most crying injustice. 
attempts are being made to rob us of. 
Skutari, which is so closely attached to 
Montenegro that it influences her whole 
destiny and dominates her future. Mon- 
tenegro is the only one of the allies 
against which it is proposed to erect a 
barrier, the only one to whom a military 
program is to be dictated, and this when 
all Europe has solemnly proclaimed its 
disinterestedness and neutrality in the 
Turko-Balkan conflict. And what is the 
reason? 

To create an artificial capital for an 
Albania delivered from the Ottoman 
yoke by the arms of the allies and 
erected as an autonomous state beyond 
its natural frontiers against the Balkan 
world. For the artificial vitality of a 
newborn state, incapable of maintaining 
itself by its own strength, it is proposed 
to sacrifice a smal] state, the glorious 
son of a great past, the germ of a fruit- 
ful future. To create Albania Montene- 
gro is to be killed. 

Montenegro cannot accept this de- 
cision. She owes it to her past as the 
outpost of Christianity facing the con- 
quering Ottoman. She owes it to her- 
self. She appeals to the sense of law 
and justice of the British people and of 
the whole world. She will continue hos- 
tilities until she has signed peace with 
Turkey. After the conclusion of peace 
she will seek inspiration in her despair 
and in the vital interests of her existence. 


FORESTRY WORK | 
FOR MIDLANDS

One effect of the financial interests in- 
volved in the cinematograph business was 
that big audiences had to be attracted.

With regard to the educational value 
of the cimematograph, they were = run- 
ning a risk of substituting a sham svys- 
tem of learning for sound permanent 
learning. Learning did not consist only 
in taking in a fact, but in assimilating 
it and giving it time to grow. Nowa- 
days there are 50 books published in a 
day,-but no time to read or think over 
them. In influence and in intensity the 
modern system would be increased by 
the cinematograph, and information 
would be poured = helter-skelter into 
young minds. 

The first object of education was to 
get the child to learn for itself. The 
second object was to put something into 
its mind, and, for this, two things were 
necessary—the mind must be prepared 
by knowledge previously built up, and 
the knowledge to be imparted had _ to 
be repeated by the teacher or used by 
the pupil. The idea was being put about 
that valuable knowledge could be gained 
without effort, and they would have to 
be very careful to restrict the cinemato- 
graph if its effect was not to be bad.

VIENNA, Austria—Alfred H. Fried, 
the well-known writer, gave a lecture on 
Norman Angell’s book, “The Great II- 
lusion.” in Vienna, recently. 
There was a very large and appre- 


‘ciative audienee, which listened to the 


words of the lecturer with the utmost 
attention, since the question of War is a 
very near one to the Viennese. Many 
of those present were quite unacquainted 
With the book. which is so well known 
in Germany and in English-speaking 
lands. 

Fried said that the present rush for 
armaments was like the rolling of a 
ball, and was merely a sign of social in- 
ertia, for the causes which had started 
it no longer existed, and no one knew 
why it was continuing its downward 
path, bringing commercial ruin in its 
train. The lecturer said that the down- 
fall of Turkey, which had been proceed- 
Ing for the Jast 3900 vears, was an exam- 
ple of the fate of nations which con- 
quered for their own good, and not for 
the benefit of the peoples subject’ to 
them. The same fate had befallen the 
British in North America and the Span- 
ish in South America. Neither country 
could retain its conquests, as it would 
not allow the land it had occupied to 
prosper.

Fifty boys in the grammar grades of 
the Roxbury schools marched to the Sher- 
win school on Sterling street at the re- 
cess hour when the pupils were playing 
in the schoo] yard. 

The motive of the strikers was to get 
their schoolmates to join their ranks 

Two policemen, who had been detailed 
to guard the schools in the Sherwin 
district came across the children. At 
first the latter put on a bold front but 
as the officers approached them they 
turned and took to their. heels, the 
policemen following. 

Edwin P. Shute, headmaster in charge 
of the Sherwin, Ira Allen and George T. 
Angell sehools, said about 20 were 
absent this morning from the Sherwin 
school out of the total number of 600. 

Earlier, however, about 60 of the de- 
linquents had been escorted back to their 
books by their parents. Two policemen 
have been stationed at each schwol. 

M. E. Fitzgerald, superintendent of 
schools in Cambridge, said that the so- 
called strike among the school children 
in the Ellis and Shepard schools was at 
an end, and that the pupils would con- 
tinue under the two-session term.

That the Huerta government is legally 
constituted, it js urged here, is shown 
by the constitution of Mexico. The art- 
icles bearing on the case are: 

“Art.81. If at the beginning of a con- 
stitutional term, neither the President 
nor Vice-President elect shall present 
himself, or, if the election should not be 
held and declared on the Ist of Decem- 
ber, the President whose term has 
expired shall nevertheless cease to act, and 
the secretary of state for foreign rela- 
tions shall at once assume the execu- 
tive power in the character of President 
ad interim, and if there should be no 
such secretary, or if he should be pre- 
vented from doing so, one of the other 
secretaries, following the order of the 
law which establishes their number. 

“The same procedure shall be observed 
when, in case of absolute or temporary 
default of the President, the Vice-Presi- 
dent does not present himself; when 
leave shall be granted him to withdraw 
from his functions, if he be discharging 
them, and if in the course of a term, 
an absolute default of both functionaries 
should occur.

QUESTION HELD OVER 

Area Originally Belonged to Na-

WASHINGTON— There is expectation | 
that President Wilson will, in a short 
time, request the attorney-general of the 
United States to institute proceedings 
in the supreme court to set aside the 
act of Congress of 1846, receding to Vir- 
ginia that portion of the original UVis- | 
trict of Columbia lying on the west bank | 
of the Potomac river. That receded area | 
comprises almost one half of the orig: | 
inal federal district, and it was turned | 
back to Virginia on the ground that there 
seemed no likelihood that it would ever | 
be needed as a part of the federal capital. | 

More than 1100 residents, owning 80 
per cent of the territory im dispute, have | 
petitioned the President to institute the | 
proceedings referred to, for under the 
law it will not be competent for any 
of them to do it. The same question | 
here put up to President Wilson was_ 
put up to President Taft, toward the 
end of the Taft administration. The 
attorney-general, to whom it waé 
referred, reported that in his jud-mnent 
it would not be appropriate for the Taft 
administration, then about to retire from 
control of the government, to bring the 
proposed suit, but that the entire matter 
mght to go over to the Wilson admin- 
istration. 

President Taft, himself a lawyer, while | 
believing that the act of recession was 
invalid under the constitution, yielded to! 
the proposition of his attorney-general, 
and so nothing was done. The interested 
people have now reopened the matter 
with President Wilson, who has heard

them attentively and asked the attorney- 
general to take the matter up soon and 
give an opinion as to whether the pro- 
posed suit ought to be brought as a mat- 
ter of law—that is to say, whether there 
ls enough in the constitutional question 
raised by the people of the interested dis- 
trict and approved by Mr. Taft to war- 
rant the federal government in getting 
into the controversy.

The restoration of the federal district! 
to its original size would mean the de- | 
velopment of suburban residence settle- | 
ments on the Virginia banks of the 
Potomac, and the rapid building up of 
what is now for the most part an agri- 
cultural section. It would mean that. 
Con.ress would be quick to pass the bill | 
originally recommended by President, 
MeKinley in a message to Congress, pro- 
viding for a memorial bridge across the | 
Potomac, from the base of the new Lin- 
-oln memorial in Potomac park to Ar- 
‘ington Heights. 

In the eatly days, it will be recalled, 
the federal capital wandered at the will 
of Congress from place to place, until it 
became the subject of newspaper gibes 
and popular criticism. Beginning at 


Philadelphia, it moved to Baltimore, and 
then back to Philadelphia, thence to 
York, Pa., then back to Philadelphia, 
where it remained until a detachment of 
disorderly English troops, during tae 
revolutionary war, drove it to Princeton. 
Thence it removed to Annapolis, and 
then tu Trenton, and finally to New 
York, where it was when the first Con- 
gress met under the new constitution. 

Such heing the history of capital re- 
moval, it is perhaps not strange that the 
members of the constitutiona] convention, 
meeting in Philadelphia in 1787, should 
have resolved to make the seat of gov- 
ernment under the constitution perma- 
nen’. They put into the constitution a 
provision making it impossible for Con- 
gress to change the seat of government, 
and it is noteworthy that the first Con- 
gress consumed almost two years in se- 
lecting the site on the two banks of 
the Potomac river. 

Hanuis Taylor, minister to Spain, who 
is counse] for the 1100 property holders 
who want to a part of the federal capi- 
tul, discusses the question of the pro- 
posed suit in a very interesting way. 
He says: “The fixing of the federal 
capital in its present location was 
Jargely the work of George Washington, 
who clearly understood that every great 
city situated upon a river must occupy 
both sides of that river, as is the case 
with London, Pafis, Rome, St. Peters- 
burg and Madrid. It is about as im- 
practicable to dam up a great city on 
one side of a river as it would be to 
try to dam up the river itself. 

“It is not, therefore, strange that 
President Lincoln should have said in 
his first annual message that ‘the pres- 
ent insurrection shows, I think, that the 


extension of this district across the Po-} 
tomac rivergat the time of establishing 


— 
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the capital here was eminently wise, and 
consequently that the relinquishment of 
that portion of it which lies within the 
state of Virginia was unwise and dan- 
gerous,’ 

“Last Jan. 16, President Taft gave 
a hearing to a committee representing 
the 1100 property owners in the terri- 
tory under discussion. It was the de- 
sire of the petitioners to have Mr. Taft 
direct his attorney general to institute 
proceedings in the supreme court to 
ket aside the act of recession of 1846. 
At the close of the hearing, the VPresi- 
dent directed the attorney general to 
inquire into the legal questions involved 
and report if the proceedings ought to 
be instituted, but the near end of the 
Taft administration “made this seem in- 
advisable, although Mr. Taft himself 
was clearly of the opinion that the act 
of recession was invalid. 

“We are now laying the same question, 
in the same way, before President Wil- 
son, asking that he take the proceedings 
which his predecessor would undoubtedly 
have taken had his term of office not 
been near its close. 

“In the final debate in Congress on the 
retrocession act of July, 1846, Senator 
Haywood of North Carolina, then chair- 
man of the committé&e on the District 
of Columbia, denounced the act as un- 
constitutional, and on the final vote 13 
other senators joined him in that view. 

“Senator Miller then made the obvious 
contention that if Congress had the power 
to cede away any part of the District 
of Columbia, it had the power to cede the 
whole of it, and thereby entirely defeat 
the intention of the constitutional pro- 
Vision in regard to the seat of govern- 
ment. From that day to this the weight 
of opinion has decidedly been against 
the constitutionality of the act of 1846. 

“The rapid expansion of the capital 
city, especially its growth within the 
domain lying within the limits of the 
retrocession, i6 making the settlement, 
one way or the other, of the question a 
matter of grave moment, not only to 
the petitioners in this case, but to the 
nation.” 

It is expected that Attorney General 
McReynolds will make a recommendation 
to the President in a short time, per- 
haps a week or two, and it is quite 
eertain that if he should hold to the 
views of Mr. Taft and Mr. Taylor, the 
President will order the suit begun.

In his talk on “Browning's Life and 
Characteristics,” Mr. Philps said: “Much 
of Browning’s success as a poet is due 
to his parents. His father was a good 
humored, sturdy banker who spent all 
his spare time in the arts and literature, 
and he allowed his son to study just 
what he wanted to study. When Robert 
Browning became interested in Greek, the 
best master was procured for him. And 
so it was with Italian, Hebrew, music 
and horseback riding. The poem, “low 
They Brought the Good News From 
Ghent to Aix” was written in his youth, 
when he was especially interested in rid- 
ing. As a young man Browning knew 
more than most men ever do, but he was 
not conceited over it, in fact he did not 
know but every one knew just as much

Only one man real- 
ized his greatness, the Rev. W. J. Tox, 
who predicted that Browning would be- 
come a great poet. His pcetry is essen- 
tially lyrical in form but he was also a 
great dramatist. Ina Balcony, and Pip- 
pa Passes are dramatic poems, filling all 
the requirements of the drama. Only 
the best actors, however, are good enough 
to attempt to play Browning’s dramas. 
He was the greatest love poet in the 
world, in an impersonal way. 

The objects of his. love poems were 
ideals, until he met Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning. 

“Robert Browning was a _ professionai 
diner-out, and, different from many of 
the poets, he believed that material for 
writing must be gained from people of 
all- kinds and types. He always lived in 
the great cities, London, Venice and 
Paris, which he loved; and he spent 
much of his time in walking up and 
down the streets, often iff the poorest 
quarter, making a study’ of human 
nature. 

“Much of his meter is original, and in | 
many of his poems he adopted the 
through the 
telling of a story to another. From 
these poems tht great monologue style 
has come into use. ‘My Last Duchess’ 
is a splendid example of this, ‘Up in the 
Villa—Down in the City’ is another of 
the same type. Browning was a hu- 
morist, a philosopher, a rhymster with 
an amazing command of language and 
an optimist who was sure that ‘the best 
is yet to be.’”

~~ interested had ample opportunity to meet the 
public demand for lower rates; they were warned time and again 
that it would be unprofitable for them to ignore or to defy this 
demand: but. as in the United States, they preferred to wait until 
the public should take action through its constituted authorities. 
This policy has not only resulted, perhaps, in a deeper cut than 
would have been acceptable had one been made veluntarily, but in 
its acceptance without thanks. | 

Llowever, the unwisdom of corporate stubbornness in Canada, 
as in the United States, is about to be demonstrated in another way. 
in all probability a cut will soon be ordered in the eastern Dominion 
express rates, which, relatively, have not been so excessive. This 
will reduce the net profits of the companies greatly, but the matter 
will not stop there. Within a short time the Canadian government 
will have followed the example of the United States in establishing 
a parcel post system. 

Whether the express companies have themselves to blame in 
this matter, or whether they are being treated too harshly. may be 
judged pretty tairly trom the figures in the annual report of express 
company earnings submitted to the House of Commons at Ottawa 
in February. It was shown by these that the net revenue of the 
Canadian K.xpress Company was 16.6 per cent, of the Dominion 
I-xpress Company 31.6 per cent, and of the Canadian Northern 
I.xpress Company 18.2 per cent. In each instance, it night be sup- 
posed, the corporations might easily have scaled down their rates 
without subjecting themselves to any serious loss. On the contrary, 


the probabilities are that had they cut their rates in two they would 


have quadrupled their business. What low rates will do toward 
increasing the volume of the package carrving business 1s exemplified 
in the experience ot the United States parcel post. 


In tuk middle \West numerous United States cities dre con- 
templating changes in their charters.

All of this recalls the recent remark of one of the wisest of 
Lving .\mericans that what the United States most lacked at the 
present time was discipline. Much of the laxity undoubtedly is 
due to a reaction trom. tormer undue severity, but it is a reaction 
that, we feel, has becothe absurd in its extremity of sentimentality. 
lu state, school, family, industry and profession the temptation 1s 
to make hazy ethical distinctions and to withhold drastic penalty 
from the transgressor ot such laws as stull are sanctioned. 

Were there a toning up in the world of adult action these pre- 
eooous eXInbitions of juvenile revolt in the schools would hardly 
be so numerous.

The candor of the Granite state lawmaker at least is creditable,

arguing that what the country most needs now is a re-reading of his- 
tory and a restoration of sound ethical standards.

The 
sounder reasoning is that just because the evidence is so fresh and 
cumulative as to the injurv that has come to the nation trom 
monopoly exercised by one group, it should be the more difhcult 
for another set of citizens to find sanction for their separatism and 
exemptions in a congressional enactment, especially if the latter 1s 
to take the form of a “rider” to an appropriation bill. Do the 
champions of the proposition hesitate about making it a matter of 
debate and voting on the straight 1ssue involved? = It would seem so. 

lf the discriminating “rider” finds its wav to the President, he 
will veto it. assuming that he intends to practise the principles he 
preaches in “The New Freedom.” [ft he signs the bill that President 
Tatt vetoed, the last resort will be to the supreme court.

bor facilities. It is provided with a splendid channel, pilotage 
charges for vessels are down to the minimum, wharfage 1s adequate, 
and railway connection is ample. Wath these advantages the growth 
of its commerce has been very rapid, and the indications are that 
this growth will be greatly accelerated in the next few years. 

, Galveston was literally driven by circumstances to make better 
use of its advantages. It was growing before the tidal wave aroused 
it, but it was growing very slowly. Recently an official of the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company made the statement that rapid 
as has been the development ot Galveston, it is as‘vet doing only a 
fraction of the business that 1s coming to it. 

It would be well for those who take an interest in this develop- 
nent to remember that great efforts have been made in recent years 
to divert the streams of trade, formerly moving eastward only, 
toward the South. These efforts have been supported by the open- 
ing of the southern pine forests to the markets of the world. There 
has been a strong tendency also among grain dealers of the Missis- 
sippi valley to seek foreign markets through gulf ports. New 
Orleans and Mobile have shared in the business so diverted. No 
doubt the opening of the Panama canal will increase the gulfward 
current. and no doubt New Orleans and Mobile will be benefited 
relatively. The truth is, Galveston is only a more pronounced 
expression today of the prosperity that smiles upon the entire gulf 
section of the United States. Peace in Mexico is seemingly all that 
is lacking to give this prosperity an international complexion.

kifty years ago nothing was thought in the mudd 
spliting magnificent hardwood tree trunks for tence rails 
ungainly fences never exhibited themselves for what thes 
were. They never looked their qualitv. As a matter of fact 
were often formed of the various walnuts, oaks, elms, beeches, 
mores. wild cherries, the woods that today command high prices the 
world over for furniture and interior decorative material. But the 
“worm fences did not use up the native hardwood fast enough. 
It was also used for log construction, tor flooring, tor out-house 
building, and for fuel. | 

The disappearance of the rail tence itself is not so much to he 
regretted. It contributed nothing toward the beauty of the land- 
scape. It was not even a relief to the endless and monotonous acres 
of prairie grass at one time, or to the equally endless and monotonous 
acres of Indian corn at another. The thing to be regretted ts that, 
with the rail tence, so many associations of the voung West have 
likewise disappeared. ‘The rail tence ot the fathers used to bend 
at intervals so as to form a lane toward a log home surrounded by 
log barns and ertbs. The lane in these davs is very likely to be a 
inacadaimized or asphalted avenue, fenced with ornamental wooden 
palings or metal bars, and the farm group 1s likely to be of pine, or 
brick, or cement. Barns are still attached to most farmhouses even 
in the richest agricultural sections of the West, but the garage that 
opens toward the avenue is perhaps the best fitted structure on the 
premises. 

The fence rail country of other days is richer in, many respects 
today. On the whole it is better looking. But the great native 
hardwood trees that neither wealth nor invention can supply in tins 
generation are missing from the picture. Even the rails, for the

Ohio at that historic town. Counting from 
the head of the Holston, the Tennessee rivet | 
has a length of nearly 1200 miles. This 5 Ct 
length is exceeded only by seven, possibly eight, rivers in the United 
States, and not greatly by most of these. It drains an area of 4100 
square miles. To Muscle shoals, a distance of 280 miles, it has 
long been navigable to boats from the Mississippi and the Ohio; the 
Muscle shoals canal has in recent years made_the stream navigable 
far beyond this obstruction. It 1s estimated that there are 925 
niles of natural navigable waters above the shoals in the Tennessee 
and its tributaries. ‘These waterways, as well as those below, pene- 
trate and ramify a country with developed and undeveloped resources 
well worth fighting. for. In the extreme northwestern corner of 
Alabaina, where the Tennessee reenters the state of that name, is 
Lauderdale county, and on the river banks—one on the north and 
two on the south side—nestle three very attractive and very energetic 
little communities that for all purposes of communal advancement 
are one. These—Floretice, Sheffield and Tuscombia—are in the 
van of the battle that is being waged with the purpose of developing 
the ‘Hudson river of the South.” : 

Millions were spent in the construction of the Muscle shoals 
canal, and it has been worth millions to the entire section; millions’ 
are now to be spent in an eftort to improve the navigability of the 
Tennessee at this point and to develop its water power, and in this 
connection an interesting view is to be had of the manner of govern- 
mental procedure in relation to such projects. Bids are invited on 


the work to be done, which includes the construction of dams and » 


locks, and after the specifications are outlined, the engineering board 
announces that it is now prepared “to receive proposals from anv 
parties who may desire to cooperate in this combined water power 
and navigation development.” and it adds: ‘The proposal should 
state how much money the bidder will pay to the United States for 
the power franchise at each dam independently, and for the power 
franchise of all three dams as a whole, said payment to the United 
States to be used towards the construction of the docks, dams and 
superstructures of the power-houses, and in payment of sites, esti- 
mates, etc.” 

In this manner does the government propose to reimburse itself, 
and in the observance of this procedure, it is to be hoped, will public 
control of the water power be protected. As the government is reim- 
bursed, the charges tor power will undoubtedly be lowered, unti! in 
course of time not only the three communities named but others in 
northern Alabama and western Tennessee may be supplied with elec- 
tric power at a merely nonunal cost. In the carrying out of a public 
improvement on this plan there 1s no loss anywhere.
